I 
do not yet nave it in my r-ossession. Tile picture did not reach me until 8/2 1 . I had 
a hunch taey’d send that to me, so insteed of waiting for the mail tc be delivered 
l went to tne P.O, for it and got them to date the envelope. The frank bears no 
cancellation. Inside tnere is another internal routing slip, undated. The point is 
tn a t Justice was tailing the media tne picture nad bean mailed when it hadn’t (and 
another guy in Justice wrote a letter indicating it hadn’t yet been printed). Then 
they arranged that there would be no dating of the mailing. 

l*aul Carson of VJV 7 DC interviewed Justice and me and aired a story. The 
Tr;-derick and Hagerstown papers carried storias. C3raon was phoned by AP DC and AP Md. 

n coth cases tne story was killed on tne desk. He apparently had later conversation 
witn tnem, for no told me yesterday that they told him tne story was killed because it 
duplicated yours on Grade!

While Justice was in clear contempt, I propose doing nothing about that. 
Perjury is another matter, end if I can I will dc something about this. We'll see if 
there is any Justice response to my letter.

I’ve asked them to be good boys and make me a proper print, from tne negative, not 
by making a hastily-dried picture of the print, conplete with fingerprints, lint, etc.
